THis excellent W^r^ giveing account of the moft 
rare and ftrange Trees and Shrubs of the moft 
fruitful and flouriftiing Country of Malabar in the 
Eajt Indies , by their defcriptions > Vertues, and whatever 
elfehath been obferved remarkable* hath been efpecially 
promoted by the noble and ingenious Governour of the 
lame H. Henry Van l^beede, w ho made his utmoft en- 
deavours to find and learn out not only from his own 
obfervations , but by the advice and afliftance of the moft 
learned men of the Country, what might prove exact and 
true concerning this Subjeft, not only to pleafe the Curious 
with thofe Mongers of Vegetables exprefled therein, but 
for the help to Mankind by their excellent Vertues. But 
through the various Employments of this Noble Per/on , 
himfelf not able ( to his defire) to performe fuch a taske 
(tho accomplifhed and curious in drawing and defigning 
as well as other partsj earneftly deflring to profecute the 
fame , he called to his affiftance the moft experienced and 
learned Father Mat/mv of the Order of St. Jofepliz. Carme" 
lite, v/hofc long inclinations to thefe Studies had railed 
him to a great perfection of knowledge, who upon there- 
queft of this noble Perfon opened his Treafure of Skill as 
weH in his fwift and moft lively defigning, as in other parts 
of thisnw%5 To which our prefent Author Johanes Cafia- 
raw-adjoyninghis accurate hand in fupplying the defects 
of others, with his knowledge hath compiled and fet forth 
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this admirable work with very apt defcriptions and cauf- 
ed the moft effential parts of each (yi%.-) the Flowers, 
Fruits,and their Cafes.,to be alfo engraved in large Copper 
Cuts generally as big as the Life, 57 in number, each whole 
Sheet opened containing but one Plant and its parts , moft 
excellently done (they having had moft Skilful Painters 
upon the place,)to which are added the Latinc, Malabarick* 
Arabic!^ and Braman's names. And for that part concern- 
ing the Vermes the Author hath fet forth in their own Lan- 
guage^ and with the Tranflations thereof, the Teftimonies 
of the moft learned men of the Country, as Father Matherv 
the Carmelite ,R l anga Botto p r inaque i Pandito 3 & Apu Bandito,a 
Braman, and Itti Achudem a Doctor of Chegu &c. whofe fi- 
delity Dr. Chrijlian Herman,znd T). Manuel Carrier (men of 
credit and fince returned homejby feting their hands to the 
Tranflation of their Teftimonials out of their original Lan- 
guages have certified to the VVorld the truth of thefe Rela- 
tions. 

And for the better completion of this Laudable Worke, 
that moft curious and exact Per fon whofe namefhould 
not be mentioned without an Encomium Dr. A Seyn Phy- 
fick andBotanick Profeffbr lately at Leyden in his Epiftle 
complaining of the defect in fome other Authors of the 
connection and confent of others who have alfo formerly 
written on the fame SubjeH, hath been pleafed wonderfully 
to fatisfy the World and fhew his great learning in illu- 
ftrating this Worke with his notes upon each Plant and his 
thoughts of the fame, wherein he hath fliewed what Au- 
thors have formely written of it, and what is new, who 
gives a great Character of the Wo.rke and that an Egg 
is not more like an Egg than the Plant to thefe Figures, 
which he defires you to look into this Garden and behold. 
Wherein our Author firft gives a large account of a fort 
of Palm-Tree which he calls Tetga, whofe Fruits are much 
coveted by Elephants , and the Trees Eradicated by them 
for the fame. From the Juiceor Liquor of which Tree 
they there makedivers forts of Drinks,oneefpecially which 
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they call Sttri> a Liquor of a grateful Sweetnefs mixed 
with Acidity ftrong and inebriateing as Wine , which 
whilft new isSweetin the Morning, Sowre by Night, one 
day fomewhat acid> the next day fweet , but after due 
fermentation paftj proves an excellent moderate Drink> 
helpfull in Feavers, very pleafant and wholfome* which by 
diftillation they improve to be fpirhuous as Brandy. Of 
this Tree and its feveral parts are Four feveral Plates. 

Dr. P. Herman now Profeflbr at Ley den fent from 

thence a leaf of another fort otPalm by them called Carim- 

j)ana%o Feet long, and moderately extended 9 Feet broad. 

Another fort called Caunga of which and its feveral 

parts are Four Figures. 

A Fourth fort called Ampanais a very fruitful Tree 
bearing an innumerable Stock of round Fruits exceeding 
(harp of taft and biteing to the Tongue. 
A Fifth fort he calls Scbunda-pana. 
A Sixth called Bala with plain ftreight leaves undivided s 
whofe Roots boyled prove very helpful to thofe who are 
troubled with Vertiginous firs * fharpnefs of Urine> and 
whofe bcdies have been infected with Quicl^Sdver. 

He tells us of the largeft of Canes which he calls Ily> 
fuppofed to be that which C. Bauhine calls Arundo Arbo- 
rea > an example whereof D. Herman fent over from 
thence, faying that the Portugals have corruptly named it 
Bambu or Samboes, which he entituled Arundo Indica arbo» 
rea cortice fpinofo t and tells us that they call it Nuayhas r 
which is the Ague Tree from its effects upon thofe who 
wafh themfelves in thofe Waters wherein the Leaves have 
fallen 5 but they turne it alfo to good ufe by makeing a 
Decoction of the Leaves, which ieemesone of their beft 
dirperfers of coagulated bloody either inwardly or outward- 
ly taken* and from the pithie part in the middle of the old 
ones they make an excellent Medicine againfr the Stran- 
gury and fharpnefs of Vrine. The Leaves hereof feem 
difterent from othersofthis Nature being not above an 
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hands length and a fingers breadth, growing in bunches 
upon pedicles or foot Stalks out of the feveral Joynts , 
and he reports that about 60 years after the fo wing hereof 
it bears its Flowers all jn a Months time* and its Seeds, di- 
vefting its felf of its Leaves , wholly dies away Root and 
Branch. 

There is a Cam of this in the Gallery of the garden at 
Leyden 1 6 or 28 Feet long,and in the AJufteum Ajhmolianum 
at Oxford ont not much lefs,being 8 or 9 Inches Diameter, 
both which have certainly loft a great part , one end not 
much exceeding the other in bignefs. 

They have zTree or shrub which they call Appel otNat 
la uippclla, which ferves for many excellent ufes. TheOyi 
extracted from the Roots is of a Gold yellow colour, of 
a moft grateful fmell, fomewhat of fharp taft mixed with a 
little bitternefs,eafeth the pains of their Heads and almoft 
any other parts of the Body, all Aches comeing from Cold, 
the Gout, Spleen, of the Bowels, very prevalent againft 
Agues,Feavers&c. 

Another which he calls Carua, which J>. seyn thought 
good to call Laurus Z^ilanica* vel Malabarica baccis calycu- 
latis ex qua Cinamomum> of which great things are related 
and the diverfitieobfervable : from the Roots they extrad 
Camphore and the Oyle thereof; from the Bark of the 
Tree,Oyle of Cinamon; from the Leaves, Oyleof Clovesj 
from the FruitSjOyle like that of Juniper 3 alfoa thick fat 
Oylie Subftance like Wax ferveing for makeing of Un- 
guents, Plafters, Candles &c. This Tree ferves,as alfo di- 
verfe others , both for external and internal ufes. 

Divers of their Trees flower twice a year, and fome are 
productive all the year of very Sweet and Odoriferous and 
ftrangely fhaped Flowers and Fruits » fome whereof are, 
and fome not, reduceable to our European method of Trees 
and Plants. But Providence feems admirably kind to thofe 
hot Gountrysinprovideingthem with fuch rare coole- 
ings and Cordials profitable againft Feavours, Calentures , 
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and fuch like diftempers as may probably arife, Bare An* 
tipeftilentials , Excellent Oyles, Liquors &c. for corro" 
borateing andexhilarateingthe Bodiesand Spirits of men?, 
whereof any defirous Reader may farther iatisfy himfel* 
in the perufal of the Worke.

The fecond part of this Laudable Worke hathbeenefi; 
pecially colle&ed and promoted by that great Senator Hen, 
van Rjteedejio whofe counfel and afliftance the before men- 
tioned John Cafearius being called hath continued hisejfc 
preffions of skill in defcribing the rare and unknown Plants 
cf that Country, fome whereof have been formerly menti- 
oned by fome others, as£ Bauhine, Profp. . Jlpinus, Pifo, 
Bontim and the late Jac, Breynius, but not with that cleer- 
nefV and e}4a&nefs as thefe long inhabitants upon the 
place, have proved willing and able to do,, as by. theft 
excellent Sculptures, clear Defcriptions , and their excel- 
ent Venues* may to the Reader more largely appear. 

But alafsthe lofs of that Curious and Learned Notifier 
D M A. Seytiy whofe ingenious notes fp illustrated the former 
Booke,. being Snatched away by untimely Death in the 
Flower of his Age, had render'd the Work imperfect, had 
not an ingenious Succeffor D. /. Commelinus rifen up in his 
place, who very well confidering the neceflitie of profecut- 
ing a Worke fo well begun,, hath given good demonstrati- 
on of his reading and learning by comparing andadjufting 
thefe exotickjtjrities to what others have formerly faid of 
them } and added his notes upon the fame. 

In this part are 56 large and excellent Figures drawn 
and out to the Life,each one employing a whole iheet hold- 
ipg but one Plant or part of a Tree, which feero to be as 
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big as thelife and well defigned as in the other alfo. When 
he hath occafion to exprefs a Tree hemaketha partola 
large trunck or body cut ofF 3 with a Limb or Branch fpring- 
ing out, bearing the Leaves, Flowers or Fruits, or what is 
obferveable* which teems a much more expreflive way 
than to contract and abbreviate a w hole large Tree to fo 
little a compafs as othc rSculpturs ufually do. 

Our Author gives account of a rare PI nt which he 
calls J^aida whereof there are feveral forts which are kinds 
of Anancts, which our Travellers know by the name of 
Indian Pine- Apples. Of the firft he gives 8 Figures to ex- 
press the feveral Growths and Paris of the fame> grow- 
ing a confiiderable heigth, divideing its felf into divers 
branches, from the naked pans of which (which are trans- 
parent that a man-looking up may, fee the Skie through 
themj it drops down new rooty matter which touching 
the earth takes frefh hold for its farther procedure, fas is 
obfervable in the Sedum arborefcens majus when it grows 
well) the flowers are pleafantly fweet, and the fruits 
growing at every branches end are received among their 
delicacies^and deflred by Elephants. 

A fecond fort called Kaidataddi. beareth large fruits 
like clutters of the fruits of the true Pine-tree fet together. 

Thirdly Perin-Kgida-taddi whofe fruit grows in large 
bunches but with lefferfcales, not diftin&ly apart as the 
other. 

Fourthly I(aida-tsjera^hkh feem fas well as the reft of 
his)fomewhat odd names pretending to bzLatinexhz fruits 
of this fort become large long Cones with a ftiff forked 
prickle upon each fcale,and arepleafant fruits to eat. 

He tells us of a beautiful Shrub about 8 or to feet high 
bearing clufters of flowers, which are of divers colours, as 
red, fcarlet, white and fhaded with degrees of thefe col- 
ours, as is the plant with us called tht-Marvel of Peru. 

Alfo three forts of Hummatu which are kinds of Dutw 
rmone. with prickly fruit but round, two other with fmooth 
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fruits oval* the leaves ferve for many external and fome 
internal ufes; the Seeds are of a Soporiferous quality, as 
the known Datura. 

Here are two forts of Ericu mentioned, which are A- 
pocymms, whofe feed veflels the Arabians call BeidelOjfar t 
which others name Betdel%ar> which is Apocynum majus 
Syriacum reblum Cornuti. 

Avanacuceu Citavanacu of our Authors l^icinus Ameri- 
canus of others, of which here are feveral forts and fliapes. 

He fets forth among many others a curious Shrub called 
TSTandi-Ervatam major & minor bearing large odoriferous 
flowers* for whofe fweetnefs they are entertained into their 
gardens, one whereof was brought over and prefen ted to 
the Prince of Orange, and did , if not doth grow in his 
Gardenzx Honf clear dickjwhich our Annotatour calls Syringa 
Malabarienjis laclefcensfloreniveo plena odoratijjimo. 

Divers others are fet forth worth obfervation whofe de- 
scriptions are good and whofe vertices feem to be peculiar, 
if not Jpecificl^

This third part the before mentioned Excellent H.van 
~Rheed hath dedicated to the Indian King in whofe Domini- 
ons himfelf lived feveral years, and there colle&ed, and 
made his obfervation of what that Country afforded, who 
hopes by his promife of true relation that his account of 
fo many new and moft wonderful plants and trees may not 
be apprehended an ungrateful tppot\, iince the greateft 
part thereof are fuch as have not been mentioned by any 
European Author , complaning of thofe who fluff the world 
with new books of formerly known SubjeUs. 

In his furvey of the Woods and Mountains with no fmall 
pleafure* he could cot but obferve almoft ^very tree 
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to be different, fometimes feeing fome 80 feet high or 
more of a very confiderable thicknefs feemingbut one bo- 
dy, but bearing 10 or 12 different forts of leaves, flow- 
ers, fruits &c. Which feemed amazeing at firft , but 
from better examination they proved to be fo many feve- 
ral forts growing up Hederaceoufly together* complicateing 
themfelvs into one body, others with their boughs falling 
to the ground or dr pping roots from their branches grow- 
ing up again employing a large fpace of ground, and fome- 
times fo neatly growing that they feemed rather to be a 
ftately Palace with its curious Pillars and 4rcbes, than an 
uncultivated wood; which Vmbrellas Providence- hath 
wonderfully beftowed on thefe hot Countries which are 
very pleafant and fruitful as if each part were cultivated 
by skilful and induftrious hands. 

This rich Country he tells you is extended from the City 
of Goa to the Comorme Promontory noGerman miles, and 
about 30 broad, abounding in all neceffaries both for meat 
and medicine. He feems mightily to commend the unex- 
preffible cunning of their goverment, their Theology -And 
Politicks fo well mixed, one depending upon the other,that 
the fame may in probability hold to the worlds end. 

The two firft parts of this worJ^ were efpecially compi- 
led by the Reverend and skilful D.'jf. Cafearius a Divine in 
the City of Cochin ('where then lived D.P. Herman the pre- 
fent Botanic^ Profeflor at Leyden, a perfon of excellent ex- 
perience and skill, and no fmall inftrument in this vpqt\ 
with his affiftance there,) which D. Cafearius then dying 
before the finifhingofthe work D. vanJiJjeed tcoKtohis 
affiftance the well experienced D. J. Munnicks now Pro- 
feffor atVtrecht for theprofecution and completion of his 
defigned work, to which "D.J.Commelinus hath beftowed 
his curious Notesjbut tells us that this third volume fhould 
have been more properly the fecond, eonfifting moft of 
trees as the firft doth ,• and the fecond fhould have been the 
lajt containing Shrubs and Plants, in which are 64 whole 
meet plates of Sculptures rarely done. In 
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Fn this Volume our Author fets forth trees more unufhal 
and feemingly ftrange than in either of-the other. At firft 
he prefents you with a monftroos Palm tree which he calls 
Coddapanna,Hve Palma montana Malabarica,md fays that a- 
bout the five or fix and thirtieth year of its age itrifeth to 
beabour oo or 70 feet high w th plicated leaves near round, 
20 free broad 5 wherewith they ufiially cover their Houfes, 
and part of one leaf makes a Book, between whofe folds 
they ftamp their Characters entring the outward Cuticle and 
there remains the imprejjion, which proves moft durable 
or Records or the like, but bearing neither flowers not fruits 
in that time; out of the top bud whereof rifeth forth a new 
stem which in 3 or 4 months time becomes 30 feet high; a- 
bout which time the leaves fall off, & there appears a plainer 
naked > upright\ (height treej from the fides of which 
new (hootjin about 3 months more fpring forth divers na- 
ked ftreight parts from every fide round, the lower whereof 
maybe 20 feet long, Wnereof there is a large pattern in 
Mr. AJhmoles Mufaum at Oxford. Afterwards thefe branches 
are adorned with abundance of fmM white flowers growing 
in bunches or bundles moft pleafant to behold which fall- 
ing away are fuccceded by great (lore of round fruits hang- 
ing on the fmall branches of an Ojkous fubfhnce with 
plump Kernells in the middle, which being eaten caufe 
Vomiting and not of much ufe. This may probably be that 
mention ed by G • Bauhine^Arbor folijsfex brachiorum longis, 
cu jus folio extenfo tres quatuorve viriin itinere operiuntur ut 
pluvias non metuant. 

To exprtfs this fo notable a thing and all its parts* the 
Author hath employed 1 2 plates. 

There is another which is referred to the Palmes very 
ftrange, called Todda-panna ; to fet forth its feveral parts, 
fhapes and tranfmutations, our Author hath beftowed nine 
plates^the whole growing about 30 feet high,with a ftrange 
body abour a foot and half or 2 feet diameter, with many 
joints and as it were Horizontal articulations. 

Another he calls s\atou-fndel } which is aifo referred to 
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the Palmes with a Plum lih$ Fruit, to fliew the parts of 
which he gives 4, Plates. 

Tjktkg*naram& tilau Malabar enjibns 5 laqueira Lujita* 
nis^ is a large Timber Tree, bearing its fruits fomewhat 
extraordinary hanging out of the body of the tree and 
large branches* not on the fmall branches as other trees 
do, each one a cubit long of an oval form all over prickly 
of which our Author particularizeth the parts on the three 
Plates. 

He tells us alfo of a Tree of a vaft bignefs, which he calls 
Atti-mecT'dau > of 50 feet commonly in circumference, 
whereof there is one in the Provine of Cochin by the Temple 
Baykctm, which they fay hath been there growing 2000 
years* 

Many other things might have been obferved as things 
very unufal in thefe parts of the world, which we leave 
the curious i\eader faitucrtofatisfy himfclfof, from the 
workitfelf.

He affirms that there is an abfolute neceffity ofintro • 
during fat leaft) one active Principle more* without which it 
is impoffible to explain feveral Phenomena of Nature^ par- 
ticularly the inflammability of Spirit of Wine ' 4 which (he fays ) 
cannot proceed from any acid, that is in it, (as the friends 
to this Hypothecs would perfwadeus,) for Spirit of Wine 
well tartaric burns away as readily, as that which is 
of an equal ftrength with it, and is not Tartari^d 'at all. 

The Author has hit on many thlngs,which the Honora- 
ble Mr. Boyle thought fit to make ufe of in his [l{efleUions 
upon the Hypothecs of A 'kali , and Acidunf] which tra& 
was Printed in the fame year with this Epiftle, and may very 
properly be confulted for a farther fatisfaclion in, this fab- 
jecl:.
